Now here we have a very 
fair Account of the Party. This Author pleads their Cauſe;

But it ſzems their Caſe is peculiar ;, 
they muſt be brib'd and hired, r there is no Aſſiſtance to be had 
from them; for tis wholly ufeleſs to them ſo much as to turn 
their Thoughts upon Her Maſeſty's Defence. Wholly uſele/s is 
them ; that is, they ſhall get nothing by it, and the Nation may 
ſink or ſwim, except they can find their particular Account in 
it.

That they 


will unite and joyn together, and contrive, and embroil, and 
do the Lord knows what? Now if this be the true Character 


of the Party, and the Author knows them well enough, if they
